ARTICLE  2.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  for  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  1 
as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

Article  VI -A,  Cluster  Development  Option 

A.  Puirpose 

Cluster  development  is  intended  to: 

(1)  Enable  and  encourage  flexibility  in  the  design  of  residential 
development; 

(2)  Encourage  land  use  patterns  which  preserve  wetlands,  trees,  top- 
soil,  outstanding  natural  topography  and  geologic  features; 

(3)  Preserve  the  natural  and  scenic  qualities  of  East  Kingston's  open 
land  for  conservation  and  recreational  use;  and 

(4)  Promote  the  most  appropriate  use  of  land  in  accordance  with  the 
objectives  of  East  Kingston's  Master  Plan. 

B.  Procedure 

e 

(1)  Application  procedures  shall  be  the  same  as  those  required  by  the 
Town  for  a  subdivision  including  a  Site  Plan  Review. 

(2)  The  application  shall  include  an  Impact  Statement  which  details 
the  benefits  of  the  cluster  option  to  the  Town  and  to  the 
developer. 

(3)  The  Planning  Board  will  review  the  Subdivision  Plan  including  a 
Site  Review  and  the  Impact  Statement,  make  recommendations  for 
modifications  as  it  thinks  proper  to  protect  the  Town  and  the 
neighborhood  adjacent  to  the  site. 

C.  Standards  and  Conditions 

(1)  Provided  that  conditions  below  are  met,  and  that  overall  density 
does  not  exceed  one  dwelling  per  87,120  square  feet,  detached 
single  family  dwellings  may  be  clustered  and  lot  sizes  reduced  to 
a  minimum  of  43,560  square  feet  and  frontage  requirements  reduced 
to  a  minimum  of  100  feet. 

(2)  No  cluster  development  shall  contain  less  than  10  acres. 

(3)  Soil  classified  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  USDA  as  "Poorly 
Drained"  or  "Very  Poorly  Drained"  shall  not  be  used  for  building 
or  the  disposal  of  septic  tank  effluent. 

(4)  A  minimum  of  50  percent  of  the  Cluster  Development  shall  be 
retained  for  open  space,  conservation,  agricultural  and/or  recrea- 
tional use,  which  shall  be  preserved  in  perpetuity  by  restrictive 
covenant,  enforceable  by  any  citizen  of  East  Kingston  or  by  the 
Town  of  East  Kingston. 


(5)  With  the  exception  of  taxes  due  the  Town  of  East  Kingston,  streets 
and  undeveloped  open  space  shall  be  held,  managed  and  maintained 
by  the  developer  until  owned  in  one  or  more  of  the  following 
ways : 

(a)  In  common,  by  all  owners  of  the  tract,  such  as  Homeowner's 
Association,  for  the  control  and  maintenance  of  common  open 
space  and/or  private  roadways; 

(b)  By  the  Town  of  East  Kingston  which  may  at  its  option  at  any 
time  accept  dedication  of  any  common  open  space  for  perpetual 
ptiblic  use  and  maintenance;  and 

(c)  By  a  Conservation  Trust. 

(6)  Each  lot  in  the  subdivision  shall  be  assessed,  for  tax  purposes, 
on  the  basis  of  the  actual  land  area  of  the  lot  plus  a  fraction  of 
the  open  space  land  area.   The  fraction  shall  be  a  proportion  of 
1.0  divided  by  the  number  of  building  lots  in  the  subdivision. 

(7)  All  agreements,  deed  restrictions,  organizational  provisions  for 
a  Homeowner's  Association,  and  any  other  method  of  management  of 
the  common  land  shall  be  approved  by  the  Planning  Board. 

(8)  No  portion  of  the  common  open  space  shall  be  conveyed  in  a  manner 
which  would  result  in  a  non-compliance  with  this  Article. 

(9)  The  cluster  proposal  shall  otherwise  adhere  to  all  applicable 
provisions  of  East  Kingston's  Subdivision  and  Site  Plan  Review 
Regulations.

ARTICLE  3.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  2  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

To  add  to  Article  VI,  Section  C,  the  words  "except  as  provided  in  Section 
G  below",  and  to  add  to  Article  VI  a  new  Section  G  as  follows: 

"Two  family  dwellings  shall  be  permitted  (as  a  Special  Exception  granted 
by  the  Board  of  Adjustment)  only  if  all  of  the  following  conditions  are 
met: 

1.  There  shall  be  no  more  than  one  residential  building  per  lot; 

2.  There  shall  be  no  more  than  two  dwelling  units  per  lot; 

3.  300  feet  of  frontage; 

4.  Minimum  lot  size  of  three  acres; 

5.  Septic  system  meets  minimum  standards  of  the  N.H.  Water  Supply  and 
Pollution  Control  Commission  for  six  bedrooms; 

6.  Each  dwelling  or  apartment  shall  have  at  least  800  feet  of  floor  area; 

7.  All  other  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  satisfied."

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ARTICLE  4.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  3  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Building  Code  in  Section  2  as 
follows: 

To  add  the  following  sentence  to  Section  2  of  the  Building  Code 
immediately  after  the  words  "$.05  per  square  feet": 

"The  building  permit  fee  for  all  other  types  of  structures  shall  be 
$10,00."

ARTICLE  5.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  4  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Building  Code  as  follows: 

To  delete  Section  9  of  the  Building  Code  which  reads  as  follows: 

"The  Planning  Board  is  authorized  to  strike  all  references  in  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  which  are  in  conflict  with  the  BOCA  Code,  to  retain  those  items 
specific  to  East  Kingston  which  are  additions  to  or  not  covered  by  the 
Code,  and  to  renumber  and  reissue  the  Zoning  Ordinance." 

VOTED:      Yes  -  111     No  -  55      [PASSED] 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  shall  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:37  for  the 
exemption  of  the  blind  from  property  tax.  This  statute  provides  that  every 
inhabitant  who  is  legally  blind  shall  be  exempt  each  year  from  the  property 
tax  on  a  residence  to  the  value  of  $15,000.00.

ARTICLE  7.   Motion  by  Nathaniel  Rowell  and  seconded  by  Robert  Fairbanks  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $255,365.00  less 
estimated  revenues  to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year.   David 
Andrzejewski   raised  several  points  in  reference  to  the  Town  Budget,  parti- 
cularly insurance.   Nathaniel  Rowell  explained  that  there  was  no  increase  in 
insurance  coverage,  just  the  premium  rate  increase.

ARTICLE  8.   Motion  by  Barbara  Metcalf  and  seconded  by  Linda  Eaton  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes.

ARTICLE  9.   Motion  by  Donald  Clark  and  seconded  by  Donald  Andolina  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and 
expend  without  further  action  by  the  Town  Meeting ,  money  from  the  State , 
Federal  or  other  governmental  unit  or  private  source  which  becomes  available 
during  the  fiscal  year  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set  forth  in  RSA 
31:95-b. 

VOTED:   Yes 
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ARTICLE  10.   Motion  by  Nathaniel  Rowell  and  seconded  by  Marjorie  Rowell  to 

see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  prepayment  of  property  taxes  and 
authorize  the  Collector  of  Taxes  to  accept  payments  in  prepayment  of  taxes 
as  provided  in  RSA  80:52-a.   Donald  Andolina  questioned  what  this  was  about, 
and  Nathaniel  Rowell  responded  that  this  is  for  the  convenience  of  the  tax- 
payers.  Donald  Clark  said  it  was  in  response  to  the  bond  issue  that  came  up 
this  year.

ARTICLE  11.   Motion  by  Barbara  Metcalf  and  seconded  by  Nathaniel  Rowell  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  prepayment  of  the  resident  tax 
and  to  authorize  the  Collector  of  Taxes  to  accept  such  prepayment  as 
provided  for  in  RSA  80:l-a. 

VOTED :   Yes 

ARTICLE  12.   Motion  by  Donald  Clark  and  seconded  by  Donald  Andolina  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  from  the 
Federal  Revenue  Sharing  fund  of  $9,767.60,  said  sum  being  made  up  of 
interest  of  $579.35,  unappropriated  funds  of  $5,315.00  and  unexpended  funds 
of  $3,873.25,  to  be  allocated  to  the  following  projects: 

Library  equipment  (bookshelves  and  electric        $2,200.00 
typewriter) 

Police  Department  (two  timers  for  flashing         $   238.00 
yellow  lights) 

Town  Hall  (ramp)  $2,886.00 

Town  Hall  (office  equipment)  $2,300.00

Donald  Clark  explained  the  proposed  use  of  funds  in  depth.   Virginia 

Nicols-Kiley  asked  what  the  ramp  is  for  and  Donald  Clark  responded  that 

this  is  to  cover  federal  regulations  for  the  handicapped  in  a  public  building. 

VOTED:   Yes 

ARTICLE  13.   Motion  by  Nathaniel  Rowell  and  seconded  by  Melvin  Keddy  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  as  their 
share  of  the  budgeted  1986  costs  associated  with  the  Southeastern  Rockingham 
County  Sanitary  Solid  Waste  Management  District  (SERCSSMD)  as  required  under 
N.H.  RSA  149-M.   A  lengthy  discussion  followed  regarding  the  options  of  the 
Town  before  entering  into  this  program,  considering  the  possible  closing  of 
the  Magnusson  Dump  in  two  to  three  years.   David  Andrzejewski  stated  concern 
that  if  the  Town  did  participate  in  the  program,  it  may  have  an  excessive  share 
of  the  financial  burden,  and  it  is  premature  to  jump  into  the  program.   It  was 
also  noted  by  David  Andrzejewski  that  this  program  is  mandated  by  the  State, 
but  no  State  assistance  is  provided.

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ARTICLE  14.   Motion  by  Barbara  Metcalf  and  seconded  by  Rita  Fairbanks  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,618.00  for 
the  Exeter  Visiting  Nurse  Association. 

VOTED :   Yes 

ARTICLE  15.   Motion  by  Donald  Clark  and  seconded  by  Nathaniel  Rowell  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Planning  Board  to  prepare  and 
subsequently  amend  a  recommended  program  of  capital  improvement  projects 
projected  over  a  period  of  at  least  six  years  to  aid  the  Board  of  Select- 
men in  their  consideration  of  the  Annual  Budget,  all  as  authorized  by 
RSA  674:5-8.   Donald  Clark  explained  this  Article  in  depth. 

VOTED :   Yes 

ARTICLE  16.   Motion  by  Nathaniel  Rowell  and  seconded  by  Daniel  Bodwell  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,000.00  to  be 
used  to  defray  part  of  the  anticipated  costs  for  activities  to  celebrate 
in  1988  the  250th  anniversary  of  the  Town's  incorporation.   The  total 
projected  cost  of  this  project  is  $20,000.00  and  as  the  amount  requested 
is  roughly  one-third,  like  sums  will  also  be  sought  in  1987  and  1988. 
This  is  to  ensure  that  money  will  be  available  to  pay  for  the  celebration 
events  when  the  time  comes.   Any  unused  appropriated  funds,  as  well  as 
monies  raised  through  various  activities,  will  be  returned  to  the  Town. 
Daniel  Bodwell  gave  a  brief  description  of  how  the  need  for  this  alloca- 
tion came  about.   Richard  Streeter  gave  a  run  down  of  what  groups  the  Town 
may  be  able  to  have  in  the  parade,  particularly  those  that  are  free.   It 
is  hoped  to  have  the  parade  last  approximately  one  to  one  and  one-half  hours. 
Cathy  Barker  questioned  how  we  could  have  a  parade  of  this  length  and  not 
block  off  traffic.   Richard  Streeter  stated  he  has  looked  into  access 
roads  to  accomplish  this.   Judy  Levis  asked  if  we  would  consider  surrounding 
town  participation,  and  Richard  Streeter  said  all  surrounding  towns  are 
welcome.   G.  Scott  Darling  asked  regarding  our  insurance  coverage.   Nathaniel 
Rowell  said  that  we  would  have  to  buy  additional  coverage.

ARTICLE  17.   Motion  by  Joseph  Conti  and  seconded  by  Donald  Clark  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Salary  Review  Committee  and 
approve  the  following  recommendations :

(1)  Election  pay  included  any  associated  meeting  until  adjournment 
thereof. 

(2)  For  performing  all  registrations  and  required  duties  before  each 
election  and  for  working  as  full-time  election  officers. 

(3)  For  performing  all  audits  including  regular  annual  audits  and 
any  special  audits  that  may  be  required. 

(4)  Salary  is  based  on  the  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector's  participation 
in  a  minimum  of  12  public  office  hours  per  week  with  two  weeks  vacation 
per  year. 

The  following  provisions  shall  also  apply: 

A.  All  salaries  shall  be  retroactive  to  January  1,  1986. 

B.  All  fees  collected  by  any  elected  Town  official  shall  be  retained  by 
the  Town. 

C.  It  is  recommended  that  a  Salary  Review  Committee  be  appointed  by  the 
Moderator  in  1990  to  bring  salary  recommendations  to  the  1991  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Town,  and  that  subsequent  reviews  continue  to  be  con- 
ducted at  intervals  not  to  exceed  five  years. 

David  Andrzejewski  moved  and  Nathaniel  Rowell  seconded  a  motion  to  amend  this 
Article  to  include  the  Official  Report  of  the  Salary  Review  Committee  and  that 
such  Report  be  included  in  this  Article  because  of  its  clarifications  and 
recommendations .

Verbatim  committee  report  follows : 

SALARY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

In  March  of  1981  the  Town  voted  to  accept  the  report  and  recommendations 
of  the  Salary  Review  Committee.   As  a  direct  result  of  that  vote,  the  recommen- 
dation to  review  all  elected  Town  officials '  salaries  in  1985  and  to  conduct 
subsequent  reviews  at  five-year  intervals  was  adopted.   Accordingly,  this 
Committee  submits  this  report  and  recommendations  in  compliance  with  that  vote. 

In  arriving  at  its  recommendations,  the  Committee  studied  the  1981  salary 
review,  and  the  salaries  of  elected  officials  in  other  towns  of  similar  size 
as  reported  by  the  1984  and  1985  Wage,  Salary  and  Fringe  Benefit  Survey  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association.   The  Committee  also  surveyed  the  five 
neighboring  towns  of  Brentwood,  Danville,  Fremont,  Kensington  and  Hampton  Falls. 
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Again,  the  Committee  solicited  information  regarding  the  time  commitment 
presently  required  in  discharging  the  responsibilities  of  each  town  office, 
as  well  as  opinions  regarding  present  salary  levels,  through  a  questionnaire 
sent  tQ)  each  town  official. 

!rime  demands  on  town  officials  fall  into  two  distinct  categories.   In 
East  Kingston,  at  its  present  size,  the  offices  of  Auditor,  Moderator,  Super- 
visor of  \the  Checklist,  Bookkeeper  (Secretary)  of  the  Trust  Funds  and 
Election  Officer  requires  25  to  80  hours  annually.   These  offices  would 
hopefully  be  filled  by  individuals  who  would  volunteer  their  time  and  talents 
as  a  service  to  the  community.   For  example,  Library  Trustees,  Members  of  the 
Planning  Board  and  special  committees,  such  as  this  Salary  Review  Committee, 
receive  no  financial  compensation,  yet  in  some  cases  spend  25  to  80  hours  or 
more  annually  in  the  discharge  of  their  responsibilities. 

Nevertheless,  the  Committee  felt  that  where  salaries  had  been  paid  in 
the  past  to  this  category  of  town  official,  payments  should  continue  and  even 
increase.   However,  such  payments  should  not  represent  a  salary  in  payment  of 
services  rendered,  but  an  "honorarium"  in  thankful  recognition  of  time  and 
skills  donated  by  these  individuals. 

The  second  category  of  town  official,  including  Treasurer,  Selectmen  and 
Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector,  spends  hundreds  of  hours  (up  to  1500)  per  year.   In 
addition,  these  individuals  are  frequently  tied  down  with  the  need  to  maintain 
a  fixed  schedule  of  office  hours.   Some  of  these  hours  require  special  skills 
and/or  policy  and  decision  making  responsibilities,  but  most  of  the  hours  in 
these  jobs  are  spent  performing  fairly  routine  tasks. 

Again,  the  Committee  decided  that  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  a  donation 
of  some  of  the  special  skills  and  high  quality  hours  spent  on  policy  and  de- 
cision making,  but  these  officials  must  be  fairly  compensated  for  the  large 
number  of  hours  spent,  particularly  on  the  routine  aspects  of  these  jobs  which 
are  not  as  inherently  rewarding.   Salary  recommendations  for  this  second  category 
of  town  official  were  established  accordingly. 

Recent  implementation  of  data  processing  procedures  has  hdd  a  dramatic 
affect  on  workload  requirements  in  the  offices  of  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector, 
Treasurer,  Selectmen  and  Bookkeeper  of  the  Trust  Funds.   For  example,  the  Tax 
Collector  no  longer  is  involved  with  the  preparation  of  property  tax  and 
resident  tax  bills,  the  Treasurer  is  no  longer  required  to  maintain  a  detailed 
checkbook  nor  address  the  Town's  monthly  payables,  the  Bookkeeper  of  the  Tmst 
Funds  and  Selectmen  benefit  in  year-end  reports  that  decrease  year-end  work- 
load significantly.   Continued  use  of  data  processing  services  and  the 
utilization  of  personal  computers  in  the  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector's  and 
Selectmens  offices  should  improve  efficiency  and  decrease  time  commitments  in 
these  two  very  labor-intensive  offices. 

Applying  fees  collected  in  the  performance  of  official  functions  as  part 
of  the  salary  was  reviewed  and  again  not  recommended  due  to  its  lack  of  financial 
control  and  potential  abuse.   The  concept  of  tying  salaries  to  a  percentage 
of  either  monies  collected  or  returned  on  investment  was  rejected  on  the  same 
basis. 
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Automatic  cost  of  living  salary  adjustments  for  Town  officials  again 
was  considered  inappropriate.   It  is  recommended  that  a  new  Salary  Review 
Committee  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  in  1990  to  report  to  the  1991  Annual 
Town  Meeting  with  new  recommendations .,  and  that  future  reviews  continue  to 
be  conducted  at  five-year  intervals.   If,  however,  inflation  should  resume 
a  double  digit  rate  for  several  years,  the  review  period  should  be  more 
frequent. 

Maintaining  the  position  of  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  as  a  single  office 
was  re-evaluated.   In  light  of  the  impact  data  processing  has  had  on  the 
workload  and  the  convenience  provided  to  the  townspeople,  the  Committee 
recommends  that  the  offices  continue  to  remain  combined. 

As  a  priority  item  the  Committee  suggests  that  continued  efficiency  be 
pursued  through  the  centralization  of  all  Town  records.   Present  facilities  for 
the  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  and  the  Selectmen  are  inadequate,  inasmuch  as  their 
design  and  size  limit  their  ability  to  be  staffed  with  clerks  or  deputies. 
This  is  particularly  apparent  in  the  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector's  office  where 
the  addition  of  a  deputy  during  office  hours  fails  to  improve  efficiency  since 
only  one  person  may  be  serviced  at  a  time  due  to  inadequate  counter  space. 
Current  data  processing  efforts  in  computerized  billing  and  account  mainten- 
ance should  continue  and  be  expanded  where  applicable.   Personal  computers 
should  be  utilized  in  the  offices  of  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  and  Selectmen 
to  perform  routine  word  processing  functions  and  spreadsheet  applications. 
This  would  also  enable  the  efficient  use  of  paid  clerks  who  could  perform 
most  of  the  routine  aspects  of  the  Selectmen,  Treasurer  and  Town  Clerk /Tax 
Collector's  jobs,  in  which  case  the  salary  expectations  of  these  Town  officials 
need  hot  be  as  great.

He  would  like  some  more  police  protection  during  the  day,  and 
H.F.  Lewandowski,  Jr.   stated  that  there  is  a  definite  manpower  shortage  that 
puts  the  Town  at  a  disadvantage.   It  was  suggested  that  one  solution  to  the 
problem  might  be  a  neighborhood  crime  watch  program.

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10.    The  following  regulations  shall  apply  to  all  lands  designated  as 
flood  hazard  areas  by  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  as 
shown  on  the  Flood  Boundary  and  Floodway  maps  of  the  Town  of  East 
Kingston,  dated  February  23,  1975  which  are  declared  to  be  a  part 

of  this  Ordinance. 

A.  All  proposed  development  in  any  special  flood  hazard  area  shall 
require  a  permit.   The  term  "development"  is  defined  to  mean 
"any  man-made  change  to  improved  or  unimproved  real  estate, 
including  but  not  limited  to  buildings  or  other  structures, 
mining,  dredging,  filling,  grading,  paving,  excavation  or 
drilling  operat  ions . " 

B.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  review  all  building  permit  appli- 
cations for  new  construction  or  substantial  improvements  (meaning 
any  repair,  reconstruction,  or  improvement  of  a  structure,  the 
cost  of  which  equals  or  exceeds  50%  of  the  market  value  of  the 
structure  either  (a)  before  the  improvement  or  repair  is  started, 
or  (b)  if  the  structure  has  been  damaged,  and  Is  being  restored, 
before  the  damage  occurred)  to  determine  whether  proposed 
building  sites  will  be  reasonably  safe  from  flooding.   If  a 
proposed  building  site  is  in  a  location  that  has  a  flood  hazard, 
any  proposed  new  construction  or  substantial  improvement  (including 
pre-fabr i cated  and  mobile  homes)  must  (i)  be  designed  (or  modified) 
and  anchored  to  prevent  flotation,  collapse,  or  lateral  movement 

of  the  structure  (ii)  use  construction  materials  and  utility 
equipment  that  are  resistant  to  flood  damage,  ajid  (iii)  use  con- 
struction methods  and  practices  that  will  minimize  flood  damage. 

The  term  "substantial  improvement"  does  not  include  either: 

1.  any  project  for  improvement  of  a  structure  in  order  to  comply 
with  existing  State  or  Local  health,  sanitary  or  safety  code 
specifications  which  are  solely  necessary  to  assure  safe 
living  conditions,  or 

2.  any  alterations  of  a  structure  listed  on  the  National  Register 
of  Historic  Places  or  a  State  Inventory  of  Historic  Places. 

C.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  review  proposed  developments  to 
assure  that  all  necessary  permits  have  been  applied  for  and/or 
received  from  those  governmental  agencies  for  which  approval  is 
required  by  Federal  or  State  law,  including  Section  kOh   o^    the 
Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act  Amendments  of  1972,  U.  S.  G. 
13't^.   It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  applicant  to  certify 
these  assurances  to  the  Building  Inspector. 

D.  In  riverine  situations,  prior  to  the  alteration  or  relocation  of 
a  watercourse,  the  applicant  for  such  authorization  shall  notify 
the  New  Hampshire  Civil  Defense  Agency  and  Wetlands  Board  and 
submit  copies  of  such  notification  to  the  Building  Inspector  and 
the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency.  Further,  the  applicant 
shall  be  required  to  submit  copies  of  said  notification  to  those 
adjacent  coaipiun  i  t  i  es  as  determined  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

Within  the  altered  or  relocated  portion  of  any  watercourse,  the 
applicant  shall  submit  to  the  Building  Inspector,  certification 
provided  by  a  registered  professional  engineer  assuring  that  the 
flood  carrying  capacity  of  the  watercourse  has  been  maintained. 
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E.  The  following  requirements  shall  apply  in  specific  zones 
designated  on  the  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Maps: 

1.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  obtain,  review  and  reasonably 
utilize  any  100  year  flood  elevation  date  available  from  a 
Federal,  State  or  other  source,  until  such  other  data  has 
been  provided  by  the  Administrator,  as  criteria  for  requiring 
that  (i)  all  new  construction  and  substantial  improvements  of 
non-residential  structures  have  the  lowest  floor  (including 
basement)  elevated  or  flood-proofed  to  or  above  the  100  year 
flood  level,  and  (ii)  Improvements  of  residential  structures 
have  the  lowest  floor  (including  basement)  elevated  to  or 
above  base  flood  level. 

2.    Mobile  homes  shall  be  anchored  to  resist  flotation,  collapse, 
or  lateral  movement  by  providing  over-the-top  and  frame  ties 
to  ground  anchors.   Specific  requirements  shall  be  that  (i) 
over-the-top  ties  be  provided  at  each  of  the  four  corners 
with  two  additional  ties  per  side  at  intermediate  locations 
and  mobile  homes  less  than  50  feet  long  shall  require  one 
additional  tie  per  side;  (ii)  frame  ties  be  provided  at  each 
corner  with  five  additional  ties  per  side  at  intermediate 
points  and  mobile  homes  less  than  50  feet  long  shall  require 
four  additional  ties  per  side;(iii)  all  components  of  the 
anchoring  system  shall  be  capable  of  carrying  a  force  of 
4,800  pounds;  and  (iv)  any  additions  to  the  mobile  home  shall 
be  similarly  anchored. 
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SPECIAL  FLOOD  HAZARD  AREAS  -  All  subdivisipn  proposals  and  proposals  for 
other  developments  governed  by  these  Regulations  haying  lands  identified  as 
Special  Flood  Hazard  Areas  as  shown  on  the  Flood  Boundary  and  Floodway  maps 
of  the  Town  of  East  Kingston,  dated  February  28,  1975,  shall  meet  the 
following  requirements. 


1.  All  such  proposals  are   consistent  with  the  need  to  minimize  flood 
damage. 

2.  All  public  utilities  and  facilities,  such  as  sewer,  gas,  electrical 
and  water  systems  shall  be  located,  elevated  and  constructed  to 
minimize  or  eliminate  flood  damage. 

3.  Adequate  drainage  shall  be  provided  so  as  to  reduce  exposure  to 
flood  hazards. 

't.     Subdivision  proposals  and  other  proposed  new  developments  greater 
than  50  lots  or  5  acres,  whichever  is  less,  shall  include  100  year 
flood  elevation  data. 

5-     In  riverine  situations,  prior  to  the  alteration  or  relocation  of  a 
watercourse,  the  applicant  for  such  authorization  shall  notify  the 
New  Hampshire  Civil  Defense  Agency,  Wetlands  Board,  and  submit  copies 
of  such  notification  to  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Agency.   Further,  the  applicant  shall  be  required  to  submit 
copies  of  said  notification  to  those  adjacent  communities  as  determined 
by  the  Planning  Board.   Within  the  altered  or  relocated  portion  of  any 
watercourse,  the  applicant  shall  submit  to  the  Planning  Board 
certification  provided  by  a  registered  professional  engineer  assuring 
that  the  flood  carrying  capacity  of  the  watercourse  has  been 
ma  intai  ned. 

6.    Where  new  replacement  water  and  sewer  systems  (including  on-site 

systems)  are  proposed  in  flood-prone  areas  the  applicant  shall  provide 
the  Planning  Board  with  assurance  that  new  and  replacement  sanitary 
sewage  systems  are  designed  to  minimize  or  eliminate  infiltration  of 
flood  waters  and  on-site  waste  disposal  systems  are  located  to  avoid 
impairment  to  them  or  contamination  from  them  during  flooding. 
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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


The  year  I986  was  a  very  busy  year  for  the  various  Boards  and 
Committees.   As  was  noted  in  1935,  many  of  the  Towns  financial  functions  are 
now  automated.   This  year  we  were  able  to  devote  the  time  necessary  to  "fine 
tune"  the  receipts  portion  of  financial  reports. 

The  March  11,  I986  Town  Meeting  authorized  the  Selectmen  to  expend  some 
revenue  sharing  funds  to  purchase  additional  office  equipment.   In  November, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  purchased  an  IBM  personal  computer  along  with  a  printer 
and  a  word  processing  program.   This  is  the  first  step  in  making  the  Town 
Office  functions  more  efficient.   It  is  the  intention  of  the  Selectmen  to 
enhance  the  system  in  order  to  bring  some  of  our  more  cumbersome  files  under 
greater  control  while  making  the  information  more  readily  available. 

In  the  spring  of  I986,  the  public  buildings  of  East  Kingston  were  inspected 
by  the  Fire  Chief,  David  Conti.   This  Inspection  resulted  In  a  plan  to  upgrade 
the  safety  of  our  Town  Hall,  Public  Library  and  Schools.   With  the  money 
appropriated  for  repairs  to  the  To\«/n  Hall,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  were  able  to 
accomplish  the  following  in  conjunction  with  the  plan.   The  front  doors  were 
replaced  in  I986  and  were  equipped  with  a  "panic  bar"  as  recommended  by  the 
State  Fire  Marshall.   Exit  signs  are  now  in  place  where  appropriate  and  removed 
from  inappropriate  areas.   The  curtains  located  on  the  stage  have  been  either 
removed  or  if  possible,  have  been  cleaned  and  fire  proofed.   Additional  monies 
will  be  sought  over  the  ensuing  years  to  bring  all  of  our  buildings  Into 
compliance  with  the  State  Fire  Marshall's  recommendations. 

Our  roads  program  continued  this  year  at  a  slower  pace  than  we  would  like. 
The  gravel  section  of  Sanborn  Road  has  been  properly  upgraded  and  sealed. 
However,  the  usual  summer  program  of  sealing  did  not  take  place,  because  of 
weather  conditions.   The  Town  of  East  Kingston  is  first  in  line  for  the  spring 
of  1987  as  soon  as  weather  permits. 

In  order  to  prevent  unauthorized  dumping,  the  Town  of  Kingston  has 
instituted  a  sticker  program  to  gain  access  to  the  Kingston  Land  Fill.   Residents 
can  obtain  their  sticker  from  the  Town  Clerk's  Office. 

The  Issue  of  disposal  of  waste  products  continues  to  be  of  great  concern. 
We  now  belong  to  a  district  charged  with  producing  a  workable  plan  for  the 
disposing  of  waste  products  and  then,  to  Implement  the  plan.   This  "district" 
will  eventually  assess  the  various  towns  within  its  jur i ds I ct I  on ,  much  the  same 
way  the  School  District  now  assess  the  Towns  within  its  union.   We  believe  this 
bears  watching  especially  during  the  planning  stages. 

In  order  for  our  community  to  be  accepted  into  the  National  Flood  Insurance 
program,  some  changes  in  our  zoning  ordinances  were  necessary.   These  changes 
were  accomplished  at  a  special  Town  Meeting  on  September  h,    I986.   The  changes 
were  passed  by  the  voters  of  East  Kingston  and  submitted  to  the  State  Civil 
Defense  office  for  their  review  and  submission  to  the  Federal  Government.   The 
Town  of  East  Kingston  were  reinstated  into  the  National  Flood  Insurance 
program  on  October  27,  I986.

While  residential  burglary  does  not  receive  the  headlines  and 
"outrage"  associated  with  violent  crimes,  we  read  about  a  home  having  been 
burglarized,  privacy  invaded  and  losses  sustained  give  a  citizen  the 
right  to  feel  outraged. 

As  most  of  you  know,  we  have  had  a  substantial  increase  in  theft  and 
burglaries  this  past  year.   The  Police  Department's  ability  to  deal  with 
this  widespread  problem  depends  a  great  deal  on  the  participation  of  the 
Commun  i  ty . 

I  believe  the  only  way  to  combat  this  problem  is  with  your  help.   If 
you  see  something  in  your  neighborhood  which  you  feel  is  suspicious,  please 
attempt  to  get  a  description  of  the  subjects  and/or  the  vehicle  (type,  make, 
color,  plate  number)  and,  if  possible,  a  direction  of  travel.   If  you  see 
something  and  do  not  report  it  immediately,  it  is  of  help  to  no  one.   DO  NOT 
try  to  stop  or  apprehend  the  subjects. 

This  information  could  mean  the  difference  between  solving  one  crime 
and  possibly  stopping  others  in  the  future.   Along  with  the  potential 
recovery  of  items  from  other  thefts  and  only  through  a  community  effort  will 
we  be  able  to  put  a  stop  to  this  problem,  so  please  try  to  be  observant. 
You  are  not  only  assisting  your  Police  Department,  but  helping  to  protect 
your  home  and  Community.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  EAST  KINGSTON  FIRE  DEPARThENT 

1986  has  been  a  year  o+  milestones,  growth  and 
accomplishments  tor  the  East  Kingston  Fire  Department.   The 
continued  loyalty  and  dedication  of  the  men  and  women  who 
have  unselfishly  devoted  many  long  hours  to  ensure  that  you 
receive  prompt,  efficient  and  professional  service  has  made 
this  possible. 


The  following  are  a  few  of  the  outstanding  contributions 
these  people  have  made  to  our  town  during  1986: 

*  Rebuilding  of  the  firepump  on  Forestry  1 

*  Updating  lighting  equipment  on  Forestry  1  and  Engine  2 

*  Repacking  and  servicing  of  the  fire  pump  on  Engine  2 

*  Refurbishment  of  Engine  3 

*  Outfitting  and  placing  Rescue  Vehicle  5  into  service 

*  Repair  of  the  concrete  floor  in  the  firestation 

*  Participation  in  emergency  drills  for  Seabrook  Station 

*  Providing  fire  prevention  programs  to  the  schools 


Seeking  and  receiving  donations  of  equipment  and  by 
volunteering  many  hours  to  the  department  we  estimate  that 
over  $8000  has  been  saved  in  rebuilding  and  updating 
equipment.   Also,  the  department  has  placed  a  1972 
International  rescue  vehicle  into  service  to  render  aid  in 
medical  emergencies.   This  vehicle  was  purchased  for  a  token 
fee  of  "one  dollar"  from  the  town  of  Greenland.   It  has 
become  a  most  valuable  addition  to  the  department  in  a  time 
when  our  rescue  calls  continue  to  escalate. 


During  this  fall  six  new  members  began  the  formal  110 
hours  of  evening  instruction  to  become  State  Certified 
Firefighters.   By  the  time  you  read  this  report  our 
department  will  have  73"/.  of  the  active  members  state 
certified.   This  training  is  in  addition  to  the  normal  fire 
department  training  and  participants  do  not  receive  payment 
for  these  hours. 
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With  the  improvements  at  the  fire  school  operated  by  the 
Mutual  Aid  Compact  that  East  Kingston  belongs  to,  we  have 
trained  in  advanced  fire  courses  including  Flammable  Liquid 
Fires  and  LP  Gas  Fires.   We  have  also  trained  with  the 
neighboring  towns  in  controlled  burning  of  two  houses  donated 
to  the  fire  department  for  training  purposes. 


New  fire  codes  have  been  adopted  by  the  state  and  the 
department  is  now  required  to  perform  periodic  inspections  of 
all  public  buildings.   The  first  inspection  was  done  in  the 
spring  in  conjunction  with  the  State  Fire  Marshalls  Office. 
These  inspections  have  revealed  several  deficencies  in  our 
buldings  and  these  problems  Are    being  addressed  by  the  School 
Board  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen.   They  are  working  to  make 
these  corrections  (for  the  public's  safety)  but  will  need  the 
support  of  the  town's  people  so  that  all  public  buildings  in 
East  Kingston  will  comply  with  the  established  fire  codes. 


Our  fire  calls  are  now  being  answered  directly  by 
Rockingham  Dispatch  thru  the  Sheriff's  office  in  Brentwood. 
The  telephone  number  has  NOT  changed  and  we  now  have  a 
service  that  will  answer  the  call  and  can  immediately  tone 
appropriate  emergency  service  without  delay.  This  will 
greatly  improve  response  time. 


On  behalf  of  the  men  and  women  of  this  department  I 
would  like  to  thank  all  of  you  for  your  continued  support  and 
we  look  forward  to  continuing  our  service  to  the  Town  of  East 
Kingston  in  1987.

age. 

Agency  Highlights  for  I986: 

Include  increased  number  of  highly  skilled  visits  such  as 
intravenous  therapy  in  the  home;  establishment  of  the  Care 
Continuum  wi th  Exeter  Hospital  and  Seacoast  Visiting  Nurses; 
new  skin  cancer  screening;  addition  of  a  foot  clinic;  and 
combining  of  the  Blood  Pressure  screening  with  the  Exeter  Area 
Counci 1  on  Agi  ng. 

The  total  value  of  these  services  rendered  to  your  townspeople  during  1986 
was  S'*, 181. 00.   For  the  same  period  your  town's  appropriation  was  $1,613.50,  or 
approximately  39%  of  their  cost.   We  ask  that  for  I987,  your  town  again 
appropriate  per  person,  for  a  total  assessment  of  $1,867-50,  so  that  Exeter  Area 
Visiting  Nurse  Association  may  continue  to  provide  the  needed  services. 
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This  Agency  receives  limited  funding  from  Federal,  State  and  Private 
sources,  and  therefore  relies  upon  the  support  received  from  the  townspeople 
served.   We  remain  firmly  committed  to  providing  quality  health  care  at  the 
lowest  possible  cost.

The  possibility  of  the  Town  Hall  being  moved 

back  with  office  space  on  the  lower  level  still  seems  a 

viable  solution.   This  location  would  be  central,  provide 

space  for  future  growth  and  allow  for  maintainance  of  a 

building  which  at  previous  Town  Meetings  had  been  determined 

to  be  of  importance  to  the  community  in  a  historical  sense, 

as  well  as  an  asset  for  the  center  of  a  small  New  Hampshire 

town.   Other  locations  discussed  seemed  removed  from  what  is 

currently  the  center  of  Town  and  might  remain  the  same  for  some  time, 

It  was  the  feeling  of  the  committee  that  the  Town  Hall  would  most 

likely  remain  a  property  of  the  Town.   As  such,  it  would  continue 

to  require  heat,  upkeep  and  repairs  and  would  continue  to  be 

a  focal  point  of  the  community  regardless  of  where  future  areas 

of  development  occur. 

In  view  of  the  expense  of  this  type  of  project  and  past 
history  in  attempting  to  establish  new  facilities  for  these 
services,  the  committee  submits  this  report  and  warr  ait  articles 
and  recommends  that  the  project  proceed  in  a  timely  manner.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 

STATE  FOREST  RANGES 

Between  July  1385  and  June  1986,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than  normal. 
The  two  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children  and  fires  kindled 
without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.   Both  causes  are  preventable 
but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.   Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of 
State  Forestry  officials.   Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations; 
however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest 
law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax  payment 

starting  April  1,  I986.   This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that  will 

impact  all  forest  landowners.   Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber  tax 
forms .

Report  of  the  Coordinator  of 

The  Office  of  Emergency  Management 

(Civil  Defense) 

During  1986  a  new  Emergency  Operations  Center(EOC)  was  built  on 
land  between  the  Fire  and  Police  Stations.  The  new  Center  allows 
access  from  both  existing  facilities  as  well  as  from  the  outside. 
The  EOC  is  used  by  all  the  emergency  agencies  in  the  town  as  a 
communications  center  and  for  emergency  equipment  storage.  It  is 
from  within  this  facility  that  the  Selectmen,  working  with  the 
various  department  heads,  will  coordinate  the  towns  resources  to 
mitigate  the  effects  of  disastrous  or  potentially  disastrous 
situations  such  as  severe  storms,  transportation  accidents 
involving  hazardous  materials,  or  a  nuclear  power  plant  incident. 
The  building  is  equipped  with  four  radio  transmitters,  a  new 
telephone  system  interconnecting  all  town  offices,  central  heat  & 
sanitary  facilities,  an  emergency  meeting  room  for  Selectmen, 
storage  for  our  Rescue  squad  and  a  65  foot  tall  antenna  tower.  An 
emergency  generator,  large  enough  to  power  the  Police  Station,  EOC, 
Fire  Station,  and  Town  Hall,  is  scheduled  for  delivery  in  the 
spring.  The  new  EOC  was  supplied  to  the  town  by  New  Hampshire 
Yankee  as  part  of  the  planning  process  for  their  power  plant.  NH 
Yankee  also  provided  much  equipment  for  use  by  our  emergency 
departments  that  has  upgraded  their  day  to  day  operations  in 
serving  our  residents. 

An  Open  House  was  held  in  June  at  the  EOC  with  the  Fire  and  Police 
Departments  participation  so  that  residents  could  see  the  new 
facility  and  at  the  same  time  acquaint  themselves  with  the  people, 
for  the  most  part  volunteers,  who  provide  the  towns'  emergency 
services  . 

I  would  like  to  thank  Nixdorf  Computer  Corporation  for  the  donation 
of  office  furniture.  The  desks,  tables,  and  chairs  have  made  the 
EOC  more  efficient  and  comfortable.  I  would  also  like  to  thank 
Chief  Ledwandowski  for  his  planting  of  flowers  which  added  a 
finishing  touch  to  our  new  building. 

Several  tests  and  drills  were  run  in  town  this  year  to  see  if  our 
emergency  plans  can  work.  On  26  February  a  drill  was  conducted  by 
state  civil  defense  at  which  an  observer  from  the  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Agency(FEMA)  was  in  town  checking  our  ability  to  cope 
with  a  Nuclear  Power  Plant  accident.  East  Kingstons'  emergency 
workers  demonstrated  their  ability  very  well  and  were  not  cited 
with  any  deficiencies. 

Our  emergency  planning  process  continues.  Plans  are  constantly 
being  updated  and  revised  as  ideas  and  suggestions  come  forth.  If 
you  have  any  talents  or  resources  that  you  think  the  towm  may  be 
able  to  use  in  emergencies  please  contact  me.  I  will  try  to  be 
available  all  day  on  Town  Meeting  and  Election  day,  March  10,  to 
answer  any  of  your  questions  about  the  Towns'  Emergency 
Preparedness.  Please  come  and  vote  and  then  stop  by  and  advise  me 
of  any  concerns  you  have  relating  to  our  emergency  response  plans. 

Again  this  year  I  am  including  a  questionnaire  with  this  report  to 
update   our   Emergency   Locator   File.   The  information  requested  on 
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the  form  helps  our  Fire,  Rescue,  and  Police  Departments  quickly 
locate  your  home  in  an  emergency.  PLEASE  help  us  help  you.  If  you 
have  already  completed  the  questionnaire  and  there  have  been  no 
changes  in  who  is  residing  with  you  or  house  appearance  you  do  not 
need  to  fill  it  out.  If  you  have  moved  into  town  this  year  please 
complete  and  return  the  form.  As  always  the  information  will  be 
held  in  confidence.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER 


This  year  was  perhaps  the  Health  Officer's  busiest  ever. 
The  number  of  health  related  complaints  was  definitely  lower 
but  the  requests  to  view  percolation  tests  were  increased. 

The  yearly  water  testing  was  done  on  all  public  buildings. 
As  usual  satisfactory  results  were  obtained.    The  State 
Department  of  Health  Inspectors  and  I  made  annual  inspections 
on  all  commercial  establishments  in  Town.   I  would  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  thank  those  involved  for  their 
cooperation  during  these  inspections. 

A  reminder  to  all  residents  that  if  your  septic  system  is 
not  functioning  properly,  you  run  the  risk  of  contaminating 
your  own  well  and  perhaps  your  neighbor's.   Failure  to 
maintain  the  system  in  proper  working  order  places  the  owner 
in  violation  of  RSA  147:17-a. 

In  East  Kingston,  the  Health  Officer  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  constitute  the  Board  of  Health.   In  order  for  the 
Health  Officer  to  conduct  an  investigation,  a  complaint  has  to 
be  received.   So  far  I  have  been  successful  in  keeping 
complainants'  names  confidential.   If  you  are  aware  of  a 
situation  which  affects  the  health  of  the  community,  please 
contact  me.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ROCKINqHAM  COUNTY  COMMUNITY  ACTION  PROGRAM,  INC. 

The  Rockingham  County  Community  Action  Program,  Inc.  (RCCAP)  is  a  private  non- 
profit, anti-poverty  agency  which  has  served  residents  of  Rockingham  County  since  1965- 
The  Greater  Raymond  Community  Action  Center  is  an  outreach  office  of  RCCAP  which  serves 
15  towns  in  the  central  part  of  the  county,  including  the  town  of  East  Kingston. 

In  the  15  towns  served  hy  the  Greater  r^aymond  Community  Action  Center,  well  over 
1,200  households  are   experiencing  financial  problems  serious  enough  to  leave  them  without 
the  means  to  provide  for  basic  necessities.   Of  these,  nearly  kO%   are  elderly  individuals 
or  couples  living  on  fixed  incomes.   The  remaining  60%    include  the  disabled,  the 
unemployed,  the  under-employed,  single  parent  families  and  the  working  poor.   Regardless 
of  their  particular  situations,  all  of  these  people  are  forced  to  seek  outside  assistance 
to  meet  their  most  essential  needs. 

Community  Action  plays  an  important  role  in  meeting  these  needs  by  offering  direct 
service  programs  as  well  as  the  help  and  guidance  of  our  agency's  staff.   Of  the  major 
direct  service  programs  offered  by  Community  Action,  the  following  were  provided  to 
eligible  residents  of  East  Kingston  during  the  past  year. 

-15  households  received  Fuel  Assistance,  a  program  which  provides  a  financial 
grant  of  upto  $500.00  to  assist  with  energy-related  expenses. 

-3  children  were  provided  meals  from  private  family  day  care  homes  which 
participate  in  our  Rockingham  Family  Day  Care  Program. 

-25  women,  infants  and  children  received  help  through  the  WIC  Program,  which  offers 
supplemental  nutritious  food  and  nutrition  counseling  to  pregnant  women, 
nursing  mothers  and  children  up  to  the  age  of  5  who  are  nutritionally  at  risk. 

In  addition  to  these  major  programs,  much  of  our  staff  time  is  devoted  to  working 
with  people  who  come  to  us  seeking  help.   During  the  past  year,  we  received  kl   calls  or 
visits  from  East  Kingston  residents,  many  of  which  were  crisis  calls  involving  fuel  and 
utility  problems,  the  lack  of  food  or  clothing  or  general  financial  needs.   By  working 
closely  together  with  local  and  state  welfare  administrators,  fuel  and  utility  companies, 
other  human  services  agencies  and  interested  church  and  civic  groups,  we  are  able  to  link 
those  in  need  with  the  services  available  to  them. 

Since  the  services  we  offer  greatly  relieve  the  towns  we  serve  from  the  full  burden 
of  providing  for  the  needs  of  their  low-income  residents,  we  ask  every  community  we 
serve  to  make  a  financial  contribution  to  our  agency  based  upon  the  level  of  service  we 
have  provided  to  its  residents.   The  amount  we  request  equals  3i^  of  the  total  dollar  value 
of  services  provided  during  the  previous  fiscal  year,  which  means  that  we  request  $3-50  for 
every  $100.00  we  provide  in  direct  services. 

From  September  1,  I985,  through  August  31,  1986,  Community  Action  provided  $20,523.0C 
in  services  to  East  Kingston  residents.   We  are,  therefore,  requesting  the  town  of  East 
Kingston  to  contribute  3^%   of  this  amount  or  $718.00.   The  town  of  East  Kingston  has 
contributed  to  our  agency  for  several  years,  and  we  extend  our  appreciation  to  you  for 
your  continued  support.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  East  Kingston  School  District  was  called  to 
order  by  Moderator  Robert  Donovan  at  7:00  p.m.,  on  Tuesday,  March  4,  1986, 
at  the  Town  Hall.   He  explained  the  School  District  officers  would  be  voted 
on  by  ballot  next  Tuesday,  March  11,  from  10:00  a.m.  to  7:00  p.m.  at  the 
Town  Hall. 

Reading  of  the  Warrant  in  its  entirety  was  waived. 

ARTICLE  I   To  see  if  the  District  wishes  to  request  from  the  Commissioner 
of  Education  a  waiver  of  the  requirements  stated  in  RSA  189:ll-a  which 
requires  the  establishment  of  a  school  lunch  program. 

Motion  made  by  Luanne  Castonguay  and  seconded  by  Mel  Bowley. 

Dan  Guilmette  questioned  the  status  of  the  hot  lunch  program.   SAU  #16 
Assistant  Superintendent  Nathan  Greenberg  stated  the  Food  Service  Admini- 
stration has  reviewed  the  situation  and  agrees  that  it  would  be  a  hardship 
to  provide  a  hot  lunch  program  at  this  time  because  of  the  size  of  the 
school  and  the  fact  that  there  are  two  buildings.   In  answer  to  Howard 
George's  question  as  to  how  long  we  can  expect  to  continue  to  get  waivers, 
Mr.  Greenberg  said  it  would  be  done  on  a  year  to  year  basis.   Dan  Guilmette 
then  questioned  what  would  happen  if  we  built  an  addition.   Mr.  Greenberg 
replied  if  we  do  put  an  addition  on  we  probably  will  have  to  put  in  a  hot 
lunch  facility.

ARTICLE  II   To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board 
to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the  School  District 
Meeting,  Money  from  any  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  fiscal 
year.

ARTICLE  III   To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  for 
school  district  officials  and  agents  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory 
obligations  of  the  District. 

Motion  made  by  Dave  Conti  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Eight 
hundred  eight-one  thousand,  two  hundred  eighty-four  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  ($881,284.50)  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  the 
salaries  for  the  school  district  officials  and  agents  and  for  the  payment 
of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  District.   Seconded  by  Mel  Bowley. 
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Ed  Oeschsle  questioned  the  reason  for  the  amount  under  "Facilities 
Acquisition  and  Construction".   Dave  Conti  explained  $14,000.00  was  for 
a  new  roof  on  the  Andrew's  Lane  Building.   There  is  also  plans  to  build 
additional  counters  for  storage  space  and  replace  the  outside  doors,  which 
are  becoming  warped. 

Mary  Carter  asked  for  clarif icat ionof  Catastrophic  Aid.   It  was  ex- 
plained it  has  to  do  with  special  education.   Dave  Conti  went  on  to  ex- 
plain the  increase  in  the  Special  Education  account  is  due  to  the  addition 
of  another  student.   These  special  education  students  are  not  going  to 
school  in  town. 

Ed  Oechsle  asked  about  the  increase  in  the  total  budget.   Dave  Conti 
explained  the  actual  increase  was  about  15  percent,  a  major  portion  of  it 
due  to  the  increase  in  tuition  to  the  Junior  High  and  High  School.   This 
year's  rate  is  $3,259.00  for  the  Junior  High  and  $3,381.00  for  the  High 
School,  an  increase  of  $500.00  per  student. 

Virginia  Nichols-Kiley  questioned  the  amount  received  from  the 
Sweepstakes.   It  was  explained  there  is  no  way  to  know  how  much  the  School 
District  will  receive  from  the  State,  but  whatever  amount  it  does  receive 
will  be  applied  against  the  tax  rate  when  it  is  set  in  the  fall. 

Motion  passed. 

ARTICLE  IV   To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  and  committees  or  officers 
heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

There  being  no  business  under  Article  IV,  a  motion  to  pass  was  made 
by  Mel  Bowley,  seconded  by  Luanne  Castonguay,  and  voted  yes. 

ARTICLE  V   To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  come  before  this  meeting. 

Dave  Conti  explained  the  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  has  met  several 
times  already;  looking  at  Brown's  Academy,  etc.,  and  will  have  recommenda- 
tions to  present  at  next  year's  annual  meeting.   Members  of  the  committee 
are  Nat  Rowell,  Mary  Russell,  Jim  Cook,  Eva  Smith,  and  the  School  Board. 

Dave  Conti,  on  behalf  of  the  school  district,  presented  retiring 
board  member,  Mel  Bowley,  with  a  placque  in  recognition  of  his  18  years  of 
"Untiring  efforts,  loyalty,  friendship,  and  performance".   This  was  en- 
dorsed by  a  round  of  applause.   Dave  also  announced  there  would  be  a 
brief  reception  honoring  Mel  following  the  meeting. 

Motion  to  adjourn  was  made  by  Dick  Kelley,  seconded  by  Nat  Rowell, 
and  so  voted  at  7:35  p.m.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EAST  KINGSTON  SCHOOL  BOARD 


During  1986  the  Board  has  had  to  face  several  issues  that  will  have  an 
impact  on  the  education  of  our  children  for  many  years. 

We  live  in  one  of  the  fastest  growing  areas  in  the  nation.   Although  we 
have  had  the  benefit  of  strict  growth  control,  we  are  facing  an  increase  in 
student  population  both  in  elementary  and  secondary  grades  that  when  combined 
with  "revised"  state  education  standards  and  the  state  fire  codes  mandate  that 
some  definitive  action  be  taken  to  address  the  deficiencies  of  our  educational 
facilities. 

The  findings  of  a  long  range  planning  committee  established  in  1985,  the 
New  England  School  District  Education  Council  study  on  growth  and  facilities  in 
SAU  #16  completed  in  June,  1986,  the  fire  marshall's  report  of  April  1986, 
the  newly  established  State  Board  of  Education's  "Standards  for  Accrediting 
Elementary  Schools"  which  has  a  4-year  phase-in  period,  all  clearly  focus  that 
in  order  to  provide  the  quality  education  of  our  children  in  facilities  that 
will  adequately  accommodate  them,  action  by  the  electorate  must  be  forthcoming. 

At  the  Annual  School  District  Meeting  on  March  3rd,  you  will  be  asked  to 
vote  on  a  1.4  million  dollar  proposal  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  District  on  an 
elementary  level  for  the  next  decade. 

This  proposal  will  provide  adequate  facilities  with  a  core  facility  that 
will  support  additional  classrooms  should  they  become  necessary  in  the  future. 

The  proposal  will  allow  the  school  district  to  turn  over  the  Brown's 
Academy  to  the  town  for  disposal  as  is  seen  appropriate. 

Financing  for  the  school  will  be  via  a  Zero  Coupon  Bond  Program  which  is 
a  departure  from  traditional  methods. 

This  financing  will  minimize  the  impact  of  the  tax  rate  in  the  first 
years  and  payments  will  increase  as  the  tax  base  increases  creating  a 
stabilizing  effect  on  the  tax  rate. 

These  costs  will  be  explained  in  detail  at  the  District  Meeting. 

Our  secondary  education  facilities  which  are  owned  and  operated  by  the 
Exeter  School  District  are  also  being  pressured  by  increased  enrollments  and 
currently  the  school  day  has  been  divided  into  shorter  periods  per  class  to 
allow  for  educating  all  students.   This  has  the  effect  of  reducing  the  school 
year  by  approximately  17  days  of  instruction. 

Although  the  secondary  schools  are  governed  by  an  Area  Agreement,  all 
boards  are  reviewing  this  agreement  for  possible  changes  in  methods  of  governing 
and  maintaining  plant  facilities  and  curriculum  programs  as  well  as  the  tuition 
payments . 

There  are  serious  implications  with  changing  this  agreement  and  the 
board  is  studying  proposals  that  will  improve  the  educational  climate  at  the 
school  and  be  fiscally  responsible  to  our  citizens. 

We  realize  and  are  extremely  sensitive  to  the  fact  that  every  move  or 
action  has  its  cost  and  that  the  way  in  which  New  Hampshire  finances  education 
puts  the  burden  directly  on  the  taxpayers  of  East  Kingston.   We  believe  that 
when  you  analyze  the  actions  that  are  being  prescribed  for  the  education  of  our 
youth  in  the  coming  decades,  you  will  find  them  to  be  both  prudent  and  necessary.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  ADMINISTRATORS 

WAYNE  F.  GERSEN,  SUPERINTENDENT 

NATHAN  S.  GREENBERG,  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 

In  1986-87,  each  of  the  School  Boards  in  SAU  16  spent  considerable 
time  on  the  development  of  long  range  plans  to  address  the  increasing 
student  population  at  the  elementary  level,  and  the  deficiencies  of  the 
High  School  facility.   In  their  deliberating  each  Board  has  formed  broad 
based  Committees  that  include  citizens,  staff  members,  and 
administrators  in  an  effort  to  ensure  that  proposed  changes  in 
facilities  meet  the  local  needs.   A  brief  description  of  the  planning 
efforts  and  the  resulting  proposals  in  each  community  follows: 

Brentwood 

The  School  Board  and  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  are  submitting 
a  series  of  warrant  articles  to  address  safety  and  maintenance  needs  at 
the  Swasey  School,  and  a  warrant  article  to  authorize  the  Board  to  hire 
an  architect  to  develop  physical  facility  plans  for  consideration  in 
1988-89.   This  architect  will  work  with  the  Board  and  the  Long  Range 
Planning  Committee   generate  alternative  methods  for  adding  on  to  Swasey 
School  to  meet  the  projected  enrollment  increases. 

East  Kingston 

The  School  Board  and  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  are 
recommending   a  $1,400,000  addition  to  the  Andrews  Lane  School.   The 
proposed  addition  will  provide  the  school  district  with  the  necessary 
classroom  space  to  accommodate  projected  long  term  population  growth; 
provide  the  students  and  the  town  with  a  much  needed  multi-purpose  room; 
allow  the  School  Board  to  retire  the  antiquated  Browns  Academy  facility; 
and,  ensure  that  the  school  district  will  meet  the  present  and  proposed 
elementary  school  minimum  standards. 

Exeter 

The  Exeter  School  Board  and  Budget  Committee  approved  an 
elementary  grade  reorganization  plan  that  will  enable  the  administration 
to  reduce  pupil/teacher  ratios  to  22:1  without  requiring  additional 
construction.   Also,  the  School  Board  created  two  advisory  committees  to 
review  the  operation  and  cost  of  the  Region  18  Vocational  Center.   As  a 
result  of  these  Committee's  efforts,  tuition  reform  legislation  has  been 
introduced  that  could  provide  relief  to  all  communities  in  SAU  16. 

Kens  ington 

After  several  attempts  in  the  past  two  years,  the  School  Board  and 
Building  Committee  secured  approval  for  a  building  addition  at  a  special 
school  district  meeting  in  the  Fall.   As  a  result,  the  school  district 
will  construct  a  four  room  addition  on  to  the  present  elementary  school. 
This  addition  will  be  ready  for  student  occupancy  in  September  of  1987. 
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Newf ields 

The  School  Board  recently  created  a  community  based  Long  Range 
Facilities  Committee  to  assist  them  in  planning  for  the  district's  long 
range  physical  plant  needs.   The  School  Board  is  concerned  about  the 
present  building  and  site  in  light  of  the  projected  student  population 
increase.   As  an  initial  step,  the  Board  and  the  Long  Range  Facilities 
Committee  will  investigate  the  purchase  of  a  parcel  of  land  to  build  a 
school  facility  large  enough  to  satisfy  student  enrollment  increases  and 
meet  state  construction  standards. 

Stratham 

The  Stratham  School  Board,  Space  Needs  Committee,  and  Elementary 
School  Building  Committee  are  recommending  the  construction  of  an 
elementary  school  and  the  purchase  of  a  site  of  land  for  this  new 
school.   The  growth  in  housing  and  the  resultant  increase  in  the  student 
population  requires  a  major  construction  project.   The  specific 
information  on  this  project  will  be  provided  at  several  neighborhood 
coffees  and  at  a  public  hearing. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Cooperative  Study ' Committee  has  been  working 
with  Cooperative  Study  Committee  members  from  Greenland,  Rye,  Newington 
and  New  Castle  to  study  the  feasibility  of  forming  a  cooperative  school 
district.   The  Cooperative  Study  Committee  will  present  a  proposal  along 
with  its  recommendations  at  a  Special  School  District  meeting  in  late 
March  or  early  April. 

SAU  16 

In  addition  to  the  projects  and  studies  being  conducted  and 
proposed  by  each  of  the  individual  towns  in  the  SAU,  the  SAU  Board  voted 
to  form  an  AREA  Review  Committee  to  study  the  present  AREA  Agreement  and 
its  impact  on  our  present  secondary  facilities,  particularly  the  High 
School. 

The  actions  and  proposals  that  will  be  put  forth  to  the  voters 
this  year  and  next,  are  a  result  of  the  studies  commissioned  by  the 
School  Boards,  and  developed  with  active  participation  from  community 
members . 

We  urge  you,  to  listen,  study  and  ask  questions  regarding  the 
proposed  plans,  so  that  each  individual  town  can  make  the  necessary 
decisions  and  take  the  appropriate  actions  to  meet  both  the  short  and 
long  term  educational  facility  needs  of  the  children  in  SAU  16.

Principal's  Report 

1986-87 

The  past  few  years  the  nation  has  been  looking  at  our  schools  with  a  critical  eye, 
but  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  many  positive  activities  currently  taking  place  in 
our  schools. 

The  school  staff  works  together  to  provide  the  best  possible  learning  environment  for 
all  students.   With  our  small  class  size,  there  is  a  warm,  encouraging,  personal 
relationship  between  staff  and  students.   We  are  consciously  striving  to  develop  a 
sense  of  self  worth  in  every  student  with  such  activities  as  Science  Fair,  Young 
Authors  Program,  enrichment  activities  and  recognition  for  work  well  done. 

Classroom  instruction  is  based  on  appropriate  principles  of  learning  and  current 
research.   All  SAU  #16  towns  have  adopted  ne;v  curriculum  in  the  areas  of  reading,  math 
social  studies,  library  skills,  computer,  music,  art,  and  physical  education.   A  new 
science  curriculum  has  been  adopted  during  this  academic  year  and  a  committee  is 
developing  a  language  arts  curriculum  which  will  be  on  line  during  the  school  year 
1987-88. 

Instruction  based  on  the  extensive  use  of  the  writing  process  provides  our  students 
with  an  opportunity  to  integrate  areas  of  learning.   (i.e.  spelling,  language  usage, 
creativity,  punctuation,  etc.) 

Computers  and  printers  are  in  both  buildings  and  are  being  used  by  the  staff  as  a 
tool  for  reinforcing  skills  and  providing  enrichment  activities  for  our  students. 
It  is  our  goal  to  have  a  computer  and  printer  for  every  classroom. 

Student  success  is  only  possible  if  a  proper  learning  environment  is  provided  by  the 
entire  staff.   Our  staff  does  an  exceptional  job  in  this  area.   The  students  know 
that  this  school  is  for  their  benefit  and  that  they  are  the  most  important  people 
here.   In  return  we  expect  quality,  responsibility,  and  respect  from  each  child.   We 
have  high  expectations  for  student  achievement  based  on  realistic  assessment  of  each 
child's  talents.   Standardized  testing  has  been  conducted  in  grades  2-6.   The  staff 
is  examining  all  results  and  will  make  the  appropriate  adjustments  to  the  curriculum. 

All  of  our  staff  members  are  highly  qualified  and  are  active  learners  themselves  by 
continually  improving  their  professional  expertise  by  attending  workshops,  college 
courses,  and  conferences. 

The  willingness  of  parents  and  members  of  the  community  to  become  involved  with  the 
functions  of  the  school  is  most  appreciated  by  the  staff.   Our  Parent-Teacher 
Organization,  Advisory  Council  and  our  newly  formed  Enrichment  Team  help  in  many 
ways  to  provide  those  extra  things  so  important  to  the  school.   Parents  are 
supportive  of  all  functions  at  school,  volunteer  in  the  classroom,  and  help  in  our 
fund-raising  activities. 

In  summary,  I  see  success  in  education  as  a  combination  of  factors:   a  competent 
staff  which  provides  a  quality  education,  a  wholesome  educational  environment,  and 
the  support  of  the  parents  and  community.   All  of  these  are  present  in  East  Kingston 
and  it  has  made  1986-87  a  successful  year  for  the  children.

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Communications  and  Emergency  Operations  Building 


The  drawing  on  the  cover  depicts  the  new 
Communications  room  and  Emergency  Operations 
Center (EOC)  that  was  constructed  during  1986  without 
expenditure  of  tax  funds.  The  building  was  built 
between  the  existing  police  and  fire  stations,  and  is 
accessible  from  the  interior  of  both  facilities. 

The  front  of  the  building  contains  a  10'  X  20' 
communications  room  with  telephone  and  radio  equipment 
for  communicating  with  local,  county,  and  state 
emergency  response  agencies.  An  amateur  radio(HAM) 
transceiver  is  also  installed.  The  telephone  system 
connects  to  the  Fire,  Police,  Selectmen,  and  Town 
Clerk  offices. 

The  building  also  contains  emergency  office  space  for 
the  Selectmen  and  Emergency  Management  Coordinator. 
This  facilitates  the  coordination  and  management  of 
town  resources  to  mitigate  the  effects  of  an  emergency 
situation  which  may  involve  East  Kingston  residents. 
The  situation  could  be  a  severe  storm,  railroad  or 
highway  accident  involving  hazardous  materials,  lost 
person  search,  major  fire,  or  any  other  man-made  or 
natural  disaster. 

Also  in  the  structure  are  a  storage  room  for  the 
Emergency  Squad  and  a  secure  storage  space  for  cots, 
blankets,  pillows,  and  other  equipment  that  would  be 
needed  to  set  up  an  emergency  shelter. 

The  building  currently  is  being  used  by  the  fire  and 
police  departments  as  part  of  their  normal  operations.
